«•<! With levitv. It is therefore 
to he hotR'd that since Dr. Wiley 
has lifted his voice against the 
devouiing of oysters alive. Ix't- 
ter counsels will (irevail. We 
are to stab the bivalve through 
the heart with the oyster fork. 
smotlier with horseradish and 
swallow with a cle:ir cnnseience; 
un'ess. (if c lurse, we are veg<-ta- 
rians, in which ease w’e have no 
1 business to he flirting with the 
[oyster at all. Wl.at Dr, Wiley 
h IS neglected to tell us is wheth- 
er the fork-stab is a compli te 
coup-de-grace. What if we lio 
not like horseradish in sufficient 
rjuantitie.s to dispatch a I ulf as- 
similated oyster'.' The better 
(>art of a rapidly civilizing worl I 
looks forward confidently to a 
state of society in which oysters, 
if eaten at all. will have been 
(lainlessly executed |»rior tosei v- 
ing. An enlightened tmhlic con- 
science is Ix'ginning to he revolt- 
ed at the idea of <-arrying na- 
ture’s restrictive laws to the 
luncheon table. We have enougli 
of the survival of the lit in busi- 
ness. At mealtime, let us live 
and let live. Better a dinner of 
herbs. Pass the (ire-digested 
raisins.

Every hunter in Kentucky 
must have a State hunter’s li- 
cense. except those who hunt on 
their own land or leased land or 
adjoining land.

You may kill woodcock from 
June 20 to February 1. 

You may kill quail from No- 
vember 15 to January 1. 

'V ou may kill doves from Au- 
gust 1 to February 1. 

The sale of wild turkey is pro- 
h i bited ' Quai I or partridge must 
not be taken by net. trap or box 
at any time. 

No person or company shall 
ship wild turkey, pheasant, par- 
tridge, quail or grouse, unless 
lawfully killed and in psssession 
of a hunter. 

Rabbits and squirrels must not 
be killed between September 15 
and November 15, but rabbits 
can be taken with dogs at any 
time.
